The retirement of Charles Evans Hughes from 8 the 
cabinet, which was announced by the white house Sat 
jrday night, will cause regret w «tecuocratíc to

hold-over 
frern the old Harding cabinet, is not to be considered in 
;he same breath with some of the other members of the 
weak cabinet which President Harding gathered around 
idpu Mr. Hughes was regarded by his political foes and 
lilies, alike, as a man of great talent and it is generally 
-bit that the Coolidge administration, by his retirement, 
oas Suffered a heavy loss. 
Mr. Hughes ostensibly retires to enter the private prac 
-ice of law.- He sets forth his reasons for retirement in1 
he following letter to his chief: 
“Afy Dear Mr. President: 
•v ,*The period of service which was in contemplation 
when I took office is now drawing to a close and, in 
accordaene with the intention I have heretofore ex­ 
pressed, I beg leave to tender my resignation as sec­ 
retary of state to take effect on March 4, 1925. 
It 
will then be 20 years since I undertook public work 
in New York and during that time with the exception 
of a little more than two years after the armistice, 
I have been engaged almost continuously in the dis­ 
charge of public duties. 
I feel that I must now ask 
to be relieved of official responsibility and to be per- . 
mitted to return to private life. 
As foreign affairs 
are perennial, I know of no more appropriate time to 
do this than at the end of the present administra­ 
tion.

“Permit me again to express my deep appreciation 
of the confidence you have* reposed and of the privi­ 
lege of serving under your leadership.
